The intention 
of the framers of the Act, and those 
who voted for it, evidently was to 
n jt only weaken, but to take away 
the political power of the organi- 
zation known as the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, 
commonly called the Mormon 
Church. | 
Before anyone can exercise the 
election franchise, unless this law 
should be held to be unconstita- 
tional. he will have to subscribe to 
and take an oath, among other 
things, that he is not a bigamist 
or polygamist; that he neither 
teaches nor practices bigamy or 
polygamy; that he is neither a 
member of nor belongs to the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints, commonly cailed the 
Mormon Charech; that he is not a 
member of nor belongs to any or- 
der, organization or association 
which sanctions or tolerates bige- 
my or polygamy, or plural or ce- 
lestial marriages, etc. Many claim 
that this Act is in violation of not 
only the spirit of our National and 
State constitutions, both of which 


recognize the free exercise and en- 


joyment of religious profession 
aud worship, but the letter. 

That there is a large element in 
the Mormon Charch that disbe- 
lieves in the plurality of wives is 
beyond question. One branch of 
that church, so to speak, as far as 
the marital relation goes, is ortho- 
dox, and denies the alleged reve- 
lation authorizing the plurality of 
wives. Yet these people are mem- 
bers of the church, and cannot 
take the oath ; hence are disfran- 
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for the Dead Hero.

SHERIDAN'S REMAINS. 


Funeral Arrangements Completed 
The Body on ite Way te Vi ash- 
ington. 

WASHINGTON, August 8.—Gen- 
eral Schcfield and three members 
of the staff arrived here to-night 
fur the purpose of perfecting ar- 
rangements for General Sheridan’s 
funeral. He will issue tickets of

The church will 
seat about 1,000 people, and invita- 
tiuns will have to be restricted to 
that number. 

The military guard of honor will 
consist ofa detachment from the 
regular army and a detail from the 
Loyal Legion.

His Wenderfal Nemory of Faces

kee Tuesday in the interest of our 
ranchmen for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the water problem, re- 
turned last evening and was seen 
by a GazerTe reporter this morn- 
ing.

It is 
known that the Truckee ‘Lumber 
Company maintain a system of 
reservoirs or locks in the stream 
between Truckee and the lake, by 


means of which they are enabied 
to float their logs tothe mills at 
Truckee. The frequent closing 
and opening of these reservoirs 
has the effect of sending the water 
down the stream in spasmodic 
floods, Comivg in that shape it is 
impossible to utilize the water to 
any advantage for irrigation or 
other purposes. The contrast be- 
tween these spasmodic floods and 
the regular flow of the stream is 
so great that our people have 
been lead to believe that the source 
of supply was entirely cut off 
for hours at a time, but the lumber 
~ map oz claim this is nut the case. 
Mr. W. tL. Kruger, who has entire 
charge of the company’s business, 


the natural flow of_the stream is 
never interrupted by his company; 
that it requires about 7,000. inches 


this amount is allowed to flow past 


interruption; and he also claims 
that but little if any more than this 
anfount would flow from the lake 
if no obstruction of any kind were 
placed in the river. Mr, Keuger 
savs he has taken great care to see 
that the natural flow of the stream 
was uninterrupted, and claims that 
it has at no time been cut short by 
any act of his company, The water 
used for the purpose of filling the 
reservuirs meptioned,as Mr, Kru- 
ger claims, is storage water—the 
surplus held back in the lake in

ing astamp mill and mining machinery 
on the Comstock, the power te be

A Beautiful @p-cimen in Menator 
Fiseh’« Ponsesxion. 


Senator H. L. Fish is the proud pus- 
sessor of one of Flora’s most choicest 
specimens, and to-day was exhibiting 
it to his friends. It is a pond lily, in- 


digenous to Massachusetts, and is 
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known to botanists as Nymphea | 


odor The flower is about six 
inches in Circumference and is relieved 
by a beautiful green leaf about eight 


inches in diameter on which it rests 
asa jewel in a casket. The rarity is 
composed of a bright-green calyx, its 
stamen is of the pink color common 
to the wild rose, its petals of a bright 
golden hue, and its pistil of a darker 
shade of yellow, the whole making as 
beautiful a floral specimen as can be 
found inany of the conservatories of 
the country. It is a rare flower, its 
parent root having been discovered in 
a pond by the brother of Senat-r Fish 
two miles ffm the latter’s old home 
in Mussachusetts, and is not known 
by botanists to be a native of any 
other portion of the civilized worid. 
The specimen shown by Senator Fish 
was grown in a tank in his garden on 
West street, where the plant with its 
myriads of buds and lilies can be seen 
by those interested in floral matters.

Bir. Cleveland Accepted It—His Leas 


ef Geod Luck.

f° “Phere is a man inthis town whose his- | 


tory is almost as .remarkable ds that of 
President Cleveland. The rapid rise of 
the President from an unfinished term as 
Mayor of Buffalo to the Governorship of 
New York State, and from an unfinished 
term in that office tothe Presidency, has 
been and undoubtedly always will be a 
source of wonder and remark. 

The man of whom I speak is just such 
a character as this and even more ré-:. 
markable in that he unwittingly cast 
aside exactly that opportunity which set 
the President well upon, the road to ad- 
vancement. His name is John C. Shee- 
han, at present the Secretary of the 
Aqueduct Commissioners, at a salary of 
four thousand dollarsa year. Heisatall, 
well formed man, with a plain but at- 
tractive face which is marked by a good- 
natured expression by no means con- 
ecaled by an unuamally heavy brown mus 
tache. He walks by the aid of a heavy 
cane, for the lower portion of one of his 
legs is artificial. Thereby hangs the 
brief but striking story of his career. 

Mr. Sheehan was denied all the ordi- 


{ nary advantages of edacation in bis 


youth, and when be came to be twenty 
years of age it is said that hecould neither 
read nor write. He was gifted with 
natural intelligence and was ind 
and faithful in hiswork. At that time 
was an elevator boyin a big building 
in Buffalo. One day there was. an acci- 
dent in the elevator shaft. It resulted in 
the breaking of Mr. Sheehan's leg. It 
had to be amputated. Fora long time 
he was confined in the hospital and he 
took advantage of the idleness imposed 
upon him to learn to read and write. It 
wus while he was still prevented from 
activeemployment by the aecident that 
he was thrust into polities: 

The Democrats of Sheehan’s ward were 
puzzled to select a candidate. for assessor, 
Three Germans were discussing the hope- 
less situation, for the ward and Buffale 
also were overwhelmingly Republican. 
Presently one of them said: “Letus nom- 
inate poor John Sheehan.” The othertwo 
approved the idea more with a view to 
complimenting and encouraging the un- 
fortunate young man than with any hope 
ofelecting him even if they could nomi- 
nate him. Whenthe ward convention was 
held these three voted for Mr. Shelton. 
The name was recrived at first with sur- 
prise, but on the second ballot one or two 
other votes were added to his little tally, 
and before the convention was half aware 
of it, it had nominated him for the posi- 
tion. Having once committed itself to 
his candidacy, the party in the ward 
went to work with a will and on account 
afthe young man’s personal popularity 
and the high respect in which he was 
held, he waselected. It wasundoubtedly 
@ great surprise to all concerned, to the 
successful candidate as well as to the un- 
successful and to the political workers 
who managed the different canvasses. 

Mr. Sheehan was elected for three 
years. The duties of the office were not 
onerous to a man who had been in the 
habit of working ten, twelve and four- 
teen hours a day, and with characteristic 
enterprise Mr. Sheehan set about prepar- 
ing himself for occupying «a high station. 
in life when his term of office should be 
concluded. He had learned to read and 
write and had read books and papers 
voraciously since he acquired his new 
accomplishment, During the three years 
of his assessorship he applied himself as 
siduously to the study of law, and assoon 
as his term expired he was admitted to 
the bar. Heat once began practice and 
easily secured a paying clientage. Mean- 
time he kept active in pol:tic#and ine 
city that casts several thousand Repablii- 
can majority as a rule, he was elected 
Comptroller by a majority of four thou- 
sand, runningashedid upon the Deme 
cratic ticket. 

In 188F, when the Democrats of the city 
were casting about for a candidate for 
Mayor, a great many of them decided 
that Mr. Sheehan would be the most 
available candidate. In that year there 
were various outside reasons why the Re- 
publicans seemed to have an advantage 
over the Democrats; therefore when the 
nomination for Mayor was offered to Mr. 
Sheehan, he declined it. Next to Mr. 
Sheehan in personal popularity and ia 
the respect of the community waa Grover 
Cleveland, and Mr. Cleveland recei.ed 
the nomination. Mr. Sheehan turned in 
with his Democratic allies and worked 
heartily for the Sheriff's election, and as 
everybody knows, theysucceeded. Withia

started s> magnificently in Buffalo poii- 
tics, Mr. Sheehan should have left the 
city to take a clerical position inthe New 
York commission, but that was due aiso 
to au accident in politics.
